Bids Awarded on Contracts 
Saugerties Board Has 
(Curfew, Parking Talks 


Curfew' for youngsters under 
16, ofT-strcet parking on Main 
Street, and action on an offer 
to purchase the municipal park­ 
ing lot for a shopping center 
were the three most vital mat­ 
ters discussed at the Monday 
night Saugerties Village Board 
meding. 
The Board seemed generally 
receptive to the proposal to sell 
the Partition Street parking area 
to an Ulster County builder. The 
builder proposes to establish a 
shopping center to the rear of 
Partition Street using the front­ 
age of Offcrmann’s Gift Shop, 
the Hunting Lodge and Amrod's 
Department Store. 
To Study Legal Aspect* 
Action could not be taken on 
the offer until the village attor­ 
ney is able to fully study the 
legal aspects of the transaction. 
There was also some concern 
about the price ($12,000) offered. 
Several members of the Board 
were of the opinion that the 
price* should be closer to the 
actual cost of the land.

Possessed of a winning friendliness, he 
sought from the outset to invest the papacy 
with a deep sense of humanity. 
That he 
succeeded is attested by the fact that mil­ 
lions of poor everywhere responded to him 
with great feeling. 


Pope John was stoutly orthodox in his 
Catholicism. But evidently he did not think 
it necessary to stress this by holding him­ 
self and his office austere and aloof.

YOU CAN’T PENALIZE INGENUITY 
The worst thing about Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Orville Freeman’s plans for rigid control of 
this country’s wheat production is that it would 
have forbidden farmers to exercise any ingenuity. 
Extended over the whole range of agriculture, 
strict controls of both acreage plantings and 
sales would soon bring a dead halt to the techno­ 
logical farm revolution that has made the U.S. 
the best-fed nation in history. 
This columnist believes that the attem pt to 
control acreage allotments is self-defeating in the 
long run. But an individual farm er can live with 
acreage controls and still feel that he has some 
incentive to do the best job he can with what he 
actually does plant. The farm journals are filled 
with stories of how’ Jim So-and-So, limited to X 
number of acres by the girl down at the local Ag­ 
riculture Stabilization and Conservation Service 
office, managed to increase his yield per acre by 
planting a new' disease-resistant variety of seed, 
or by adding this or that trace of mineral to his 
fertilizer, or by using better insect and weed con­ 
trol. 
The challenge to get the most out of the least 
space has made practically all of American agri­ 
culture intensive. There has been a devastating 
w ar on ticks and mites, on weeds, on grasshop­ 
pers and greenbugs. The fun of the game has been 
exhilarating to many fanners who have put up 
with acreage allotments with the sure knowledge 
that they could exercise their ingenuity in spite 
of the “ASO office.” 
True enough, the farm er’s ingenuity creates 
terrible social headaches in the form of surpluses. 
But whenever a dictatorial bureaucracy tries to 
take the free play of individualism out of farming, 
a different sort of social headache results. The 
farm er who has no incentive to get more from 
what he is doing becomes apathetic. And, one 
fine day, the bureaucracy that is charged with 
regimenting agriculture finds that it has a famine 
on its hands. 
This has happened in every country' that has 
tried to make the farm er an order-taker instead 
of an order-giver. It happened in Russia when the 
ancient serfdom of the Czars was re-established 
in the guise of the collective farm. The kulaks, 
anticipating the bss of any free play for their in­ 
genuity, killed and ate their cows. and the Soviets 
have suffered from a m eat shortage ever since. 
In Yugoslavia, Dictator Tito, who had a better 
knowledge of the peasantry’ than happened to 
be the case with the Russian Politburo, did not 
go to the extreme of trying to kill off individual 
peasant agriculture. In acting thus he has roused 
the ire of China’s Mao Tse-tung, the holier-than- 
thou Marxist of Peking. But Tito has been sitting 
pretty with his ow'n peasants, who have gone on 
producing.

Woman Loses Weight But 


Now Can't Lose Pill Habit

Q—My doctor prescribed a reducing capsule 
containing amphetamine and prochlorperazine. I 
lost 20 pounds in three months but I can’t give 
up the capsules although my doctor wants me 
to. I just can’t seem to do my work without 
them. W hat should I do? 
A—Amphetamine (Benzedrine) stimulates your 
metabolism and thereby helps you to lose weight. 
It is habit forming and prolonged use may lead 
to insomnia and fainting. Prochlorperazine (Com 
pazine) is a tranquilizer and like other tranquil 
izers is not without danger. Both drugs are ob­ 
tainable by prescription only. No one should allow 
himself to become dependent on any drug unless, 
like insulin for diabetes, it is needed to compen­ 
sate for a definite deficiency. 
If you gi t eight hours of restful sleep every 
night and eat a balanced diet, you should be able 
to do your work. If you are not, your doctor 
should make studies to determine the real cause. 
He is right in wanting you to stop taking these 
two drugs. 
Q—I am 75 years old. A few years ago I had 
pernicious anemia and lost a lot of wegiit. I have 
been getting injections of vitamin B-12 ever since. 
My blood count and weight are back to normal 
and the interval between injections is longer. 
Will I have to continue these shots indefinitely? 
Could they cause any side effects such as a rash 
on my ankles? 
A—Since your blood count has returned to nor­ 
mal you are now getting what is called a main­ 
tenance dose of the vitamin. Your doctor will de­ 
termine how much you need by making periodic 
checks of your blood count. Since this disease 
can be controlled but not cured you should con­

Popes have come and gone

which Pope John XXIII achieved 
by reason of 
his 
penetrating 
judgment and keen understand­ 
ing of the currents of public 
opinion 
and 
the 
conflicting 
philosophies of an age in which 
nuclear war stands as a con­ 
stant threat of self-destruction. 
In America, where the Con­ 
stitution forbids the enactment 
of 
any 
law 
“respecting 
an 
establishment 
of 
religion” 
by 
government, 
there 
have 
been 
fluctuations in the power and in­ 
fluence of individual churches 
and much controversy of late 
even over the extent to which 
prayers shall be allowed in pub­ 
lic schools, though no restric­ 
tions are invoked as yet in pub­ 
lic legislatures and on occasions 
of governmental ceremonies of 
various kinds. Prejudices as be­ 
tween 
religious 
denominations 
unfortunately even reached the 
point where this became an issue 
in the last Presidential cam­ 
paign. 
Prayers From All 
Yet, in the face of all the argu­ 
ments of the past about the place 
of the Roman Catholic church in 
the political, economic or spir­ 
itual life of America, the utter­ 
ances of Pope John XXIII have 
received wide acclaim from all 
sections of the press in this 
country and even from many 
church leaders irrespective of de- 
nomination. 
Prayers 
for

John w’ere offered last Sunday 
by many congregations in Prot­ 
estant and Jewish as well as 
Catholic churches 
around 
the 
world. 
Long after the reign of Pope 
John has passed into history it 
will be wondered just what was 
the secret of this Pope’s popular­ 
ity. Was it because he made sig­ 
nificant moves tow’ard bringing 


nists w’hich His Holiness himself 
showed toward them. After all, 
if the spirit of religion is to be 
maintained inside the satellite 
countries, it #is there that Chris­ 
tians require help to keep their 
faith as they grimly face hard­ 
ships every day in an atmosphere 
of dillusion and discouragement. 
Attitude Toward Reds 
It may be argued for a long 
time whether the example of tol­ 
erance that Pope John XXIII en­ 
deavored to impress upon the 
Communists caused some Ital­ 
ians in Italy to vote for the 
Communist party in the recent 
election there because they mis­ 
took tolerance of communism for 
a supposed acquiescence in its 
pernicious 
demands. 
But 
the 
Pope’s move will some day be 
regarded as a step in the direc­ 
tion of better contact and closer 
communication 
between 
those 
who live inside the Communist 
countries and those who are try­ 
ing from the outside to keep 
alive the spirit of human cour­ 
age among the oppressed peo­ 
ples. 
Pope John eased the way for 
a better understanding of rules 
and discipline among Catholic 
worshipers and received praise 
for revisions he proclaimed as 
in line with Changing times. 
But 
what 
truly 
impressed 
hundreds of millions of people 
everywhere was the tremendous 
impetus the Pope gave to moral 
force in lieu of military force. 
He influenced, by his utterances, 
not only the Roman Catholics 
of the world—particularly in the 
Latin countries where the popu­ 
lation is predominantly of that 
faith—but also those of us in 
this and other lands who are 
not 
members 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic Church yet who admire 
its steadfast pressure for a so­ 
ciety of better morals and for a 
world of reason. For these are 
times when, in an instant, a 
trigger can send nuclear mis­ 
siles through the air to inflict 
destruction on peoples, irrespec­ 
tive of their religions or their 
faiths. 
Pope John has not relinquished 
his spiritual throne— the voice of 
a great man never dies.

cage (outlined in white to show the shape of the actual 
Mercury capsule). Complex tumbling motions are started 
by an operator at a control station. Bv reading his instru­ 
ments, pilot interprets his motions and makes corrections. 
Nitrogen gas jets, operated by stick in pilot’s right hand, 
control the motion. MASTIF was the first simulator used 
by the Mercury astronauts, all seven of whom out in about 
five hours of “flight time” on it.
